LIL- 1 ... Dallas Lankford - 903 Sherwood Drive - Ruston, LA 71270 


The LIL-1 is a new circuit for combining a loop and inverted L antenna to generate a cardioid 
response pattern at medium frequencies, 540 — 1600 kHz. An ideal loop has two nulls, 180 degrees 
apart, and perpendicular to the plane of the loop. An inverted L antenna is essentially omnidi- 
rectional at medium frequencies. Theory predicts that if an ideal loop and an omnidirectional 
antenna which produce equal signal levels are combined 90 degrees out of phase, the resulting 
response pattern will be a cardioid. A cardioid is a heart shaped curve, with a flat bottom rather 
than a point. Mathematically, a cardioid response satisfies V = Vinaz(1 + cos @) where @ is the 
angle between the plane of the loop and the direction of an electromagnetic wave. In other words, 
in one direction of the plane of the loop there is a maximum response, in the oposite direction 
there is a null, and off the sides (perpendicular to the plane of the loop) there is somewhat reduced 
response.

The LIL-1 schematic is shown above. The circuit was constructed in an RF tight metal box, 
about 9” by 5” by 6” (W by H by D). UG-290/U female BNC connectors were used. R1 is a 200 
ohm, 2 watt, linear potentiometer. R2 and R3 are 10K ohm, 1 watt, linear potentiometers. C1 
is a straight line frequency air variable, about 15 — 375 pf. L1 and L2 were home made. L1 is 
96 turns of #31 enameled copper wire close wound on an Amidon T-106-2 iron powder torroid 
core, tapped 6 turns from the bottom, with an 8 turn link at the top. C1 is driven by a Jackson 
Brothers dual ration 6:1 and 30:1 vernier ball drive, type 4511-DRF. The vernier drive and shaft 
are coupled with a Millen type 39002 flexible coupler. 

It would probably be impossible to duplicate my prototype exactly, so let me suggest some 
alternate components. Provided the air variable capacitor is not too large, a Hammond 1590K 
diecast box, 7.3” by 4.7” by 3.2”, should be large enough. BNC connectors are not required. PL- 
259 and SO-239 connectors could be used instead. It merely depends on what type of connectors 
you have available or want to use. R1, the 200 ohm potentiometer, was a junk box item and is 
difficult to obtain except from major electronics parts vendors, such as Newark. R2 and R3 were 
Radio Shack catalog # 271-715. C1 was a large air variable obtained from Fair Radio about 6 
years ago. It is no longer available. The Fair Radio WS-88 catalog lists several air variables on 
page 28 which should be suitable. For example, catalog # 97400 is two sections, 10 — 275 and 18 
— 90. With both sections used the maximum capacitance is 365 pf. Or one 20 — 365 pf section of 
catalog # 5740 could be used. Do not use a cheap, flimsey air variable capacitor. There are many 
alternate possibilities for L1 and L2. Almost any adjustable inductor which can be adjusted to 
about 275 microhenrys can be used. Additional turns will have to be added at the bottom and 
top. Keep approximately the same turns ratios. The exact number is not critical. I recommend 
using #31 enameled wire because it is available at Radio Shack. If you have litz wire on hand, 
that would be fine. The Jackson Brothers dual vernier drive, Millen coupler, and Hammond box 
are available from Radiokit. Don’t wince when you see the prices. Those three items will set you 
back about $40. The total cost for parts should be under $60. 

My inverted L antenna consists of a 65 foot horizontal section, about 20 feet above the ground 
at one end, sloping down to about 10 feet off the ground at the other end, and about 15 feet 
of bare lead-in. I do not use coax lead-in. My loop is a home made, 2 foot square, balanced, 
amplified air core loop which includes a Jackson Brothers dual vernier drive. The loop signal 
levels are about equal to the inverted L signal levels. I have used LIL-1 with both R-390A’s and

HQ-180A’s. It works equally well with either receiver. I do not know how LIL-1 would work with 
other antennas or other receivers. It may not work well with a loop which does not have a sturdy 
tuning capacitor and reduction tuning. 

The theory of LIL-1 operation is as follows. The parallel LC tuned circuit L2-C1 and the 
loop tuned circuit are used to adjust the phase difference of the two signals to 90 degrees. The 
potentiometers are used to adjust the signal levels of the loop and long wire to equal levels. 

Actual LIL-1 operation consists of the following steps. R1 is set to minimum resistance and 
R2 is set to maximum resistance. This reduces the signal levels from the long wire to a low level. 
R3 is set to minimum resistance and a strong signal is tuned with the loop so that maximum 
signal strength is at about the center of the 30:1 reduction range. The Jackson Brothers dual 
speed vernier drive has about one turn of 30:1 reduction. As you turn the vernier drive shaft 
further in each direction it reverts to 6:1 reduction. You must tune past the maximum signal level 
about one half turn to put the maximum signal level at about the center of the 30:1 reduction 
range. Rotate the loop to find the normal loop null. Then rotate the loop 90 degrees for maximum 
normal loop reception. After the loop is adjusted, set R3 for maximum resistance to reduce the 
signal level of the loop to a low level, and set R2 to minimum resistanceto bring the signal from 
the long wire up to its normal level. Tune C1 so that maximum signal from the long wire is at 
about the center of its 30:1 tuning range. Set R2 to minimum resistance to bring the signal from 
the loop up to its normal level. Next detune the loop higher in frequency while detuning the 
long wire lower in frequency. You may have to try this several times. At some position of the 
tuning controls you should notice a sharp or sudden decrease in signal level. Carefully adjust one 
tuning control and then the other for any further decrease in signal level. Adjust R2 or R3 for 
further reduction in signal level. If no sharp reduction in signal level is found at any position of 
the tuning controls with the loop detuned high and the long wire detuned low, try detuning the 
loop lower in frequency and the long wire higher in frequency. Or try adjusting R2 or R3 while 
detuning the loop or long wire. For daytime use the setting of R2 or R3 is usually very critical so 
that R1 must be used as a fine adjustment. For nighttime use R1 is usually not needed because 
the setting of R2 or R3 is often not as critical for skywave signals. 

If it sounds difficult to generate a cardioid response pattern using a loop and a long wire, that 
is because it is. The difficulty is not unique to LIL-1. I tried several loop and long wire phasing 
circuits, including variants of Ron Schatz’s LSCA-1, and Paul Swain’s series tuned circuit from 
“A Loop [And] Longwire Combined Antennae,” but was disappointed with the results. LIL-1 is 
easier to use, and produces deeper nulls than other loop and long wire phasing circuits | have 
tried. However, it is possible that the other circuits were dependent on circuit layout, antennas, 
or receivers, and that I did not duplicate them to the degree necessary for best performance. 

The main DX application of a cardioid response antenna is that it permits you to null 
interfering signals which are in the opposite direction from a desired signal. For example, WLS 
on 890 kHz is approximately due north of my location, while most interesting DX is to the south. 
When WLS is nulled with a conventional loop, already weak Central American signals are are 
further reduced. LIL-1 allows me to null WLS 40 db or more which is enough to give me a DX 
window to the south on 890 kHz. In the past while demonstrating LIL-1 1 have gotten excellent 
reception of R. Fresnillo, XEYQ which also identifies as ‘Q’. And this evening R. Nacional (Cuba?, 
Panama?, Chile?) has surfaced several times in the WLS null. I almost abandoned writing this to 
spend a few hours DXing with LIL-1. At my location other frequencies where LIL-1 has been used 
effectively include 650, 670, 700, 720, 750, 820, 830, 840, 850, 870, 1040, 1120, and 1200 kHz. One 
curious aspect of the DX produced by LIL-1 (or any similar cardioid response antenna) is that it 
frequently reminds me of strongly fading SW signals. A slow AGC release time often significantly 
improves intelligibility, and a synchronous detector sometimes further enhances reception quality. 

A little known advantage of a cardioid null over a conventional loop null is that a cardioid 
null is much wider than a conventional loop null. For example, the angular width of an ideal 
conventional loop null which is at least 60 db deep is about 0.1 degree, while the 60 db angular 
width of a cardioid mull is about 7 degrees. For nulls at least 40 db deep the angular widths are 
about 1.1 degrees for a conventional loop and about 23 degrees for a cardioid response. Thus, a 
cardioid null is often more effective, especially on nighttime (skywave) signals. 

LIL-1 has some disadvantages. The difficulty of generating a cardioid response pattern has 
already been discussed above. This means that it is extremely difficult, and sometimes virtually 
impossible to generate a cardioid pattern on frequencies where many signals are present. Also, the 
LIL-1 cardioid pattern (and any cardioid pattern generated by similar methods with a tuned loop} 
is frequency dependent, especially for daytime (groundwave) signals. With a carrier nulled about 
80 db sidebands are usually much stronger than they would be with a conventional loop. This 
means that a conventional loop often produces more effective nulls for daytime (groundwave) 
signals, not only on the primary frequency, but also on adjacent channels. Nulls with L1L- 
1, especially at night (for skywaves), generally are not stable for long periods of time. This 
means that you may need to readjust the controls frequently to maintain maximum null depth. 
Nevertheless, LIL-1 adds a new dimension to MW DXing by permitting me to log DX which would 
be impossible to hear with a conventional loop. The advantages far outweigh the disadvantages.

At Scott Phillips Sr.’s shop, an

standing consoles from the ‘20s. 

It has been Phillips’ business to 
restore old radios to their original 
condition, both inside and out, for 
the past three years. Bat it’s been 
his hobby much longer

nine years old,” says Phillips, 43.

Bruce L. Kelly, director of the 
Antique Wireless Association 
based in Holcomb, N.Y., agrees. 

Interest in restoring old radios 
— or simply owning @ restored ra- 
dio ~— has grown greatly in the 
a _several years, Kelly says. 

he first “meets,” or combination 
flea markets and auctions spon- 
sored by the association, drew 
about 100 antique radio enthu- 
siasts to Canandaigua in the early 
1970s. Now, Kelley says, the No- 
vember event draws more than 
1,000 people, and similar meet- 
ings ‘have sprung up around the 
country. 

“We have to start thinking 
about moving it — Canandaigua 
may not be abje to hold the crowd 
any more,” Kelley said.

Because vacuum tube amplifi- 
cation has been obsolete for 
about 25 years, some parts are 
very scarce, Phillips says, Ex- 
l\remely rare tubes sold by deal- 
ers can cost several hundred dol- 
lars; other tubes just can't be 
found. “There are some poole 
who collect oniy tubes,” Phillips 
said. The store has a hoard of 
about 30,000 tubes, which, tageth- 
er with his toals and inventory of 
radios and parts, cost abour 
$65,006. 

The scarcity of tubes is one fac- 
tor in the price of restoration, 
which ranges from $48 to $225 for 
basic electronic repairs. A com- 
plete overhaul, including testora- 
tion of the cabinet and replace- 
ment of worn electronic parts, 
costs as mach as $795 for the larg- 
est radios. The business restores 
between six and 10 sets a week, 
Phillips said 

Many restored sets on sale at 
the shop don’t come cheap either 
— a 1945 Art Deco-style radio 
housed in rare Catalin plastic 
costs $960. Sets in abundant sy 
ply sell for as little as $60, while 
the oldest and rarest sets cost 
more than $1,000. Phillips buys 
radios in various states of disre- 

ait from dealers, estate sales, 
rea markets and other sources.

and dapper in a plaid sport coat, it’s 
tempting to think him a relic, like 
the Orson Welles tapes that have 
been playing at the Museum of 
Broadcasting uptown. 

Except he isn’t. And not just be- 
cause he’s worked successfully in 
TV and film. Almost unnoticed, 2 
radio revival has been taking shape 
on the nation's airwaves. Brown's 
“CBS Mystery Theater” ran as long 
as TV's “MASH"; and, though the 
network took it off the air in 1983, it 
is back through another distributor, 
A Garrison Keillor-type variety 
show called “End of the Road” 
debuted — of all places - on AM 
radio nationwide this fall. And old- 
time drama shows are arising coast 
to coast, on stations ranging from 
WEEI-AM in Boston to KNX-AM in 
Los Angeles. Even New England 
‘Telephone has transposed its affect- 
ing mini<drama ads to radio (where 
they work even better than on TY). 

Not that ‘Top-40 playlists and 
prime-time sitcoms are going to dis- 
appear any time soon. Brown knows 
that. Still, he speaks cautiously of a 
“renaissance of the spoken word.” 

To people like Brown, the stakes 
are high. “‘Ic's not just that radio - a 
product of the imagination — is suf- 
fering,” says Sam Dann, a writer 
who bas worked often for Brown, 
“It's that the imagination in general 


] is suffering.” 


Radio is the lost continent of 
American media. It is present every- 
where, but noticed hardly at all, 
There are twice as many radios as 
qj People in the US, Americans listen 
while they shower, drive, cook, even 
while they jog. Yet while local news- 
papers list television schedules in 
minute detail, radio gets a tiny sta- 
ton roster, There's virtually no way 
to find out what's on, Commentary

For the most part, this invisibility 
is deserved. The radio dial today isa 
vast expanse of canned and neu- 
tered rock, with occasional islands 
of public radio, news, or talk. Many 
stations are turning to packaged 
soundtracks from satellites, ~l 
couldn't even get good Christmas 
carols," laments Peggy Charren of 
Action for Children's Television, 
after a holiday drive,

in one word: television. In a video 
age, in which seeing is taken to be 
perceiving. aural atmospherics is 
about the only role radio has left. 

“People no longer listen to ra- 
dio," says Helen Dudman, the 
owner and manager of AM and FM 
stations in Ellsworth, Maine. “It's 
just there as background.” 

Yet it wasn't simply that people 
suddenly lost interest in radio when 
television burst upon the scenc. At 
the same time, ad agencies and net- 
works lost interest in providing it. 
There wasn't an independent radio 
industry determined to meet the TV 
challenge. The new TV industry was 
the radio industry. Owners si 
took their radio profits and plowed 
them into TV. “The agencies and 
the networks lay down and Jet TV 
roll over radio,’ says Alan Sloane, a 
radio writer who went on to win 
television Erimys. 

The reason, says Mr. Sloane, is 
that television was a “more potent 
selling medium.” He recalls the Pall 
Mall cigarette ads on the radio and 
TV versions of a show he wrote 
called “The Indictment.” “When it 
went to TV, you saw a character 
take a deep drag, and a look of satis- 
faction come over his face.” 


HE ad money prompted a 
stampede of radio talent to 
- Jack Benny, Arthur 
Godfrey, and others. Hi Brown 
went, too, with a TV version of “In- 
ner Sanctum.” Brown isn't totally 
down on TY. He has kind words, for 
example, for “L.A, Law.” But he 
found he just couldn't do as much 
with pictures as he could with words 
and sounds, His trademark on “In- 
ner Sanctum,” for example, was a 
creaking door, “Consider what that 
does in your mind,” he says. “I 
couldn't create that kind of ambi- 
ence in TY.” 

So while he produced TV shows 
and documentary films, Brown kept 
knocking on doors. Finally, in 1974, 
a man named Sam Cooke Diggs at 
CBS embraced a Brown proposal. 
("Had there been no Sam Diggs,” 
Sloane says, “radio would have dis- 
appeared."') The result was “CBS 
Mystery Theater,” a brazen)y ambi- 
tious undertaking jnyolving one- 
hour dramas seven nights a week.

At its peak, the show appeared on 
360 stations and had a weekly audi- 
ence of 5 million, Ray Barnett, who 
was station manager at KNX-AM in 
video-centric Los Angeles, calls 
“Mystery Theater” “without doubt 
one of the most consistently success- 
ful vehicles we ran on the air. It 
doubled, tripled, or quadrupled the 
audience [for programming] before 
and after it.” 

Even more significant, perhaps. 
was who this audience was, CBS had 
expected a nostalgia draw. “What 
we weren't prepared for was the 
amount of young people,” says Dick 
Brescia, who was with CBS Radio at 
the time and is now handling “Mys- 
tery Theater” independently. 

Of course, “Mystery Theater" 
was not the only sign of a radio 
revival. Garrison Keillor was updat- 
ing the old variety format on public 
radio's “Prairie Home Compan- 
ion.” Offbeat voices continued to 
appear in the gooks and crannies of 
local radio, such as “The Bama 
Hour.” a sort of bluesy, inner-city 
“Prairie Home Companion” on 
WPFW in Washington, D.C. 

In New York, public station 
WNYC started a kids program with 
the inspired title “Small Things 
Considered” (later syndicated as 
“Kids America”), “A lot of 
ups were addicted who didn’t have 
kids," says Mary Perot Nichols, 
president of WNYC. Only 26 sta- 
tions picked up the show, however, 

partly because Arbitron ratings 
Son" t include listeners under age 12. 

“CBS Mystery Theater” didn’: 
make big dollars, but it did return a 
profit. Accountancy was on the rise 
at CBS, however. When Diggs re- 
tired, “Mystery Theater" lost its 
protector. The decision was to “take 
the money we were investing [in 


/ 


“Mystery Theater™] and put it into 
sports,” Brescia recalls. “That was 
not a position I took," 

It was, however, a reminder that 
Hi Brown and others face an uphill 
battle. And not just because TV 
habits are not easily broken. 


HE people buying major sta- 
| tions today generally are not 
people for whom radio is a 
passion. They are investors, who 
hire consultants to tell them what to 
pat on the air. “The bean counters 
have taken over," says Gene Burns, 
the erudite talk-show host on 
WRKO.-AM in Boston. These peo- 
ple are into making money. They 
don’t try new talent.” 

They are “people who don't care 
anything about what you are do- 
ing,” as Sam Dann puts it. “It's a 
‘product.’ 

At the same time, Brown ob- 
serves, young executives at ad agen- 

— who decide where ad dollars 
Bow — grew up on TV and often 
regard radio as a foreign country. 

Making matters worse, in the 
view of many, was the lifting of fed- 
eral guidelines under the Reagan 
Administration. In theory, deregu- 
lation of broadcasting would bring a 
flowering of free-market diversity. 
In practice, it has often done the 
opposite. Especially harmful has 
been the rampant speculation in 
broadcast licenses, something Wash- 
ington no longer restrains. One 
L.A, station sold for $18.5 million in 
1983, then sold again for $79 mil- 
lion in June, 1988. (The federal gov- 
ernment originally bestows such ii- 
censes for free.) 

Radio should be a low-cost, ex- 
perimental medium, But the ex- 
pense of buying a station today can- 
cels that, Instead, owners tailor

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music formats to deliver very spe- 


cific audiences to advertisers. 
"There's a lot of money at stake,” 
says Mike Ewing, station manager at 
KRLD in Dallas, Owners are “more 
comfortable in a very tight format,” 

“Radio stations have become 
commodities,” says Sam Smith, a 
Washington, D.C., publisher who 
recently sold his family's radio sta- 
tion in Philadelphia. “Broadcasting 
tends to be secondary.” 

At the same time, however, re- 
vival advocates see a lot of things in 
their favor. For one thing, cable has 
disrupted the cozy world of network 
TV. “Radio should take advantage 
of that, do the kind of programming 
it did years ago,” says Douglas 
O'Brien of WNYC. For example, “I 
think TV is vulnerable to children’s 
radio on Saturday morning.” 

AM radio may well lead the way. 
In recent decades, station owners 
shifted their money into FM, leaving 
AM to decline. Now, FM has fallen 
into tight commercial formats, a vic 
thm its own success, while AM 
stations, hungry for young listeners, 
are willing to try something new. 

This is why Brescia developed 
“End of the Road" especially for 
AM. The show stars Tom Bodette, a 
writer and NPR commentator who 
lives in Homer, Alaska, in the Garri- 
son Keillor role, John Quick, station 
manager of WCCO in Minneapolis - 
Keillor’s old base — says “nothing in 
the past seyeral years has gotten 
near the 

Most radio stations make their 
money during morning and after- 
noon “drive time,” moreover. So 
the evening hours — television's 
“prime time" — are precisely when 
they are most free to experiment. 
Another advantage of radio is its 
economy. “I could be on the air for

500 hours for what one episode of 
‘Miami Vice' costs,” says Brown. 
“This is what is so incongruous.” 
(While dirt cheap compared to tele- 
vision, however, radio drama is rela- 
tively expensive compared to rock 
music formats.) 

But perhaps the most hopeful 
sign has been the enthusiasm of 
young people. They defy the com- 
mon assumption that products of 
the video age wil] reject anything 
without a picture, 


T'S not just the response to 
i shows like “Mystery Theater,” 

or “Kids America.” The Mu- 
seum of Broadcasting, for example, 
has a Saturday program in which 
children actually produce a radio 
mystery. It’s been sold out since Oc- 
tober. After a recent class, one girl 
said, “You could picture it in your 
own mind, and you didn't have to 
see it like everyone else sees it.” 

Robert M. Batscha, museum 
president, says kids come back to the 
museum to listen to tapes of old 
shows. “Once they have exposure,” 
he says. “ic is as fascinating as any 
form of amusement.” Sam Dann 
talks about students in his writing 
classes at New York University, 
“Film students who never heard of 
radio sit there and are enthralled,” 
he says. 

This is why Hi Brown isn’t giving 
up. “The little boy or little girl 
climbs up on Mommy or Daddy's lap 
and says, "Tell me a story," Brown 
says. “Not show me a story, Not tell 
mea story in color, Or stereo, Tell me 
a story. That's the whole thing,” 

He cites a letter from the mother 
of a young “Mystery Theater” fan, 
“Thank you,” this mother wrote, 
“for giving my child back the world 
of fantasy,”
